Wyndham’s enormous and deserved success in 
those dashing Criterion pieces does not hinder 
his playing a serious character in splendid style.

It is then to follow the shore of Lake Tanganyika, 
and enter the northern boundary of British Central Africa, 
which, with the Northern Zambesi district, iscalled Rhodesia. 
It is then to join the completed railway at Buluwayo, 
which section was opened a few months ago. The portion 
between the Albert Edward Nyanza and Lake Tanganyika 
is the only part from Cairo to the Cape which is nut in the 
ar of the British. German East Africa has its 

rontier next to the Orange Free State, and it is this piece 
for which negotiations with Germany are said to have been 
in progress.

Cahagne was sentenced to five years’ penal servitude, 
Marie to eighteen months’ hard labour, and Charles to six 
months’ hard labour. 


The Solicitor’s Divorce Suits of “ Matthews v. 
Matthews and Stanier” and “ Matthews v. Matthews” 
attracted some attention at the Divorce Court. In the first 
Mr. George Lipscombe Matthews (a City solicitor) prayed 
for the dissolution of his marriage on the ground of 
the alleged misconduct of his wite, Emma Florence 
Matthews, with the co-respondent, Thomas Stanier, 
which they both denied. The petitioner claimed 
damages. The wife, in her petition, charged the. peti- 
tioner with. cruelty and misconduct, which he _ denied. 
Mr. Inderwick, for tl husband, explained that he was a 
solicitor in the City; that he had a small house at 
Birchington, his London residence being at Hyde Park 
Mansions. He was married to the respondent in 1885, she 
being the daughter of a lady residing at Pembroke. There 
were three children. In 1892 the parties made the 
acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. Stanier. Stanier used 
to send the respondent presents of gloves, and Mr. 
Matthews spoke to his wife about it, and said he saw no 
reason for her to accept gifts from him, Mr. Inderwick 
called evidence in support of his case. But Sir E. Clarke 
opened for the respondent. He said he would call his client 
and both she and Mr. Stanier would give a definite and 
complete denial to the onatge made against them. It was, 
he said, a cruel case in which the husband, without any real 
foundation for the charge against his wife, wanted to get 
rid of her, and tried to build up a case against her which 
was unworthy of the jury’s acceptance, and which would be 
distinctly controverted.

Use of Lime and Manures. 

In reply to my Chale correspondent, I may say that 
quicklime is a fine deodoriser. Animal manures, 
especially of the horse, cow, pig, sheep, or goat, cannot 
be too highly prized. When well decayed, they ameliorate 
the soil, improve its texture, and enable a crop to withstand 
drought for a longer time than in soils that have not been 
manured. A very useful book on the subject, and which 
I recommend my correspondent to purchase, is *‘ Manures:

HE embodiment of good-humour and good- 
nature seemed Major - General Lord 
Kitchener of Khartoum when, 


Smiling in Glad Acknowledgment 


of the cheers that greeted him, he abandoned for 
the time being the stern frown of War, and 
looked the very antipodes of the grim photo- 
graphs with which we are all familiar. The sun 
shone gaily on that merry Friday, November the 
Fourth—about two months after the decisive 
victory at Omdurman — and thousands of 
Londoners’ gathered along the line of route 
to the City to welcome the Sirdar. Occu- 
pying the seat of honour in the fine 
landau the Marquis of Salisbury sent for 
him, and haying for companions a trio of his

trustiest lieutenants and comrades in the Soudan 
Campaign, Major Lord Edward Cecil (the 
Premier’s gallant soldier-son), Captain Sir H. 
Rawlinson, and Captain Watson, Lord Kitchener 
certainly looked handsome and full of bonhomie 
as he repeatedly touched his plumed cocked-hat. 
His bronzed and ruddy face was the picture of 
good health ; his moustache is brown—not black , 
and altogether his countenance was voted most 
pleasing. 

Lord Kitchener arrived much earlier than he 
was expected at the Guildhall, where the’ élite 
of the City gathered to see the hero of the hour. 
Sir R. Cotton having gracefully traced the 
career of the Sirdar, Lord Mayor Davies pre- 
sented him with the Sword of Honour {as 
sketched on a preceding page), and Lord 
Kitchener returned thanks with soldier-like 
brevity. 

Lord Salisbury’s Tribute 
to Lord Kitchener at the Lord Mayor’s memor- 
able Mansion House Banquet in his honour on 


| the Friday evening evidently came from. his 


heart. With a grave eloquence that did not 
suffer by comparison with Lord Rosebery’s 
fluent speech, Lord Salisbury paid this high 
compliment to `Lord Kitchener in the pithiest 
part of his weighty address— 


This is one of the great qualities of the Sirdar—that he 
has been able to attract the races that are under him, to 
make them effective and ‘loyal soldiers, to attach them to 
himself, and to ensure their good conduct upon the field of 
battle. He has many other qualities upon which I might 
dilate if time permitted. . Lord Cromer is in the 
habit of saying that the Sirdar has almost missed 
his vocation, and that if he was not one of the tirst 

enerals in the world he would be one of. the first 

hancellors of the Exchequer. (Laughter and cheérs.) . .. 
I am almost inclined to believe that the Sirdar is the only 
General who has fought a campaign for £300,000 less than 
he originally promised to do it -© (Laughter.) . . . Well, 
then, the Sirdar has another great quality. He isa 
splendid diplomatist. It must have required talents 
of no small acuteness and development to enable 
him to carry to a successful result, as he did, that 
exceedingly delicate mission up the Nile, which con- 
ducted him into the presence of Major Marchand, >.. 
He reeently expressed his hope that the differences which 
might have arisen from the presence of Major Marchand 
would not transcend the powers of diplomacy to adjust. I 
am glad to say that up to a certain point’ he has provei 
a true prophet. ~ (Cheers.) I received from the French 
Ambassador this afternoon theinformation that the Fri nch

The match was one calcu- 
lated to please the ardent lover of football, for it afforded 
a keen contest and a display worthy of the game’s best 
traditions. Richmond’s defeat by the Light Blues on 
the previous Saturday gave zest to the match, and if we 
take into consideration that the success of Cambridge was 
not altogether due to.actual superiority, it would seem that 
Oxford are at present a botter side than Cambridge, for the 
Dark Blues won by two goals to a try. Do not, please, 
take this in the light of a tip, because football is almost as 
uncertain as cricket, and there may be many a slip between 
now and the all-important meeting at Queen’s Club. 


Cambridge University v. Old Leysians. 

The result of this match, played at Cambridge, would 
tend to bear out the inference noted above ; for though the 
old boys of Leys played one short for a long time, the 
University gained by no means a substantial victory—a 
goal to nothing. It is, however, but fair to say that the 
Light Blues were not assisted by Pilkington and F. H. Jones 
at three-quarter, which made a material difference. The 
Harlequins, at home to Croydon, had not the best of luck on 
Saturday, for they lost a player early in the game. The 
visitors, however, showed the better play ; and their victory 
was well deserved, though with a full team against them they 
would probably not have won by 20 pointsto none. Rosslyn 
Park visited Guy’s Hospital at Honor Oak, and returned 
with the sad reflection that the game had gone against them 
by two tries to nothing.

League Matches. 

There is little doubt that the growth of professionalism 
in the South has to some extent dimmed the light shed by 
the Northern teams ; that is, so far as concerns the foot- 
ball world generally. Gates continue to be good, if not 
quite up to desires, except in a few cases. At Birmingham, 
some 20,000 witnessed the match between Aston Villa 
and Derby County, though the latter have only a poor 
record, which was not improved by a seven goals to one 
defeat. Everton, who stand second to Aston Villa on the 
list, had against them Sheffield Wednesday, and they were 
honoured by an aftendance of 15,000, and rewarded by 
victory.' Sheffield United drew with Notts Forest, 
Burnley beat Bolton Wanderers, and Notts County beat 
Blackburn Rovers. One notable feature of Saturday’s 
First Division matches was the victory of Newcastle 
United over Liverpool, as it was the first success of the 
Northumbrians in the League series of the present season. 
A match in the Second Division, between 


Woolwich Arsenal and Small Heath - 
attracted some 7000 people. The game was of lively cha- 
racter, but by no means high class from the football 
point of view. However, the Arsenal won, and the crowd 
were satisfied, their feeling of exultation being heightened 
by the fact that the visitors inclined to unfair tactics in the 
effort to alter the score. The Southern, League match 
between 


Tottenham Hotspur and Reading 
commanded the attention of some 8000, and here again 
though the bhy was exciting enough to satisfy anyone, it 
was not particularly high class, scrambles and fouls being 
plentiful. The best feature of the match was Hotspur’s 
strong and good attack early in the game, by which means 
they scored twice, and the clever bits of combination they 
showed subsequently, and which stamped them as being 
decidedly the better team. In the result the * *Spurs’’ won 
by three goals to none. New Brompton again won on 
Saturday, and so retain their unbeaten League record. 
So.ithamptor, who stand next to the leaders in the 
Southern League, also won their match, which was against 
Gravesend United. 

Cross-Country. 

The new course at Oxford was used for the first time on 
Saturday, when the University team were matched against 
ateam of the Lea Harriers.

Other tricks were 
played in order to give spurious valie to black 
teas of inferior quality.” 

“ You had the support of all the other large 
ten houses, I suppose ?”’ 

“ Oh, certainly. Naturally, every respectable 
house was opposed to the introduction of rubbish 
and deleterious adulteration. At last the Bill 
was passed that made it imperative that every

and inspector provided by the Act before it could 
pass the Customs. However, one thing I did 
not succeed in doing. Although I tried my best 
to have all the condemned tea

demned stores are consumed, or thrown into the 
sea, yet I could not effect it; so that I had to be 
content with preventing the condemned teas 
passing the Custom House.” 

“I believe we do not now depend on China for 
very much tea?” 

“Oh dear, no. We, don’t import more than 
six per cent. from China. 


Our Tea Comes from India, Java, 
and Ceylon, 


and a very large amount from the last-named 
country. At one time cinchona, cocoa, and coffee 
were the chief exports from that island, coffee 
forming quite two-thirds of the staple produce; 
but when-the black bug put in an appearance, 
coffee had to be given up altogether. That was 
about thirty years ago. The failure of coffee led 
to the great financial failure of the Agra Bank, 
you may remember. Luckily, the experiment of 
growing tea in place of coffee proved successful, 
and the whole island recovered from its bankrupt 
condition.”
